Owing to Goneral Bridra not arriving as 
expectod, two ‘days’ delay in advancing 
then vecurred, ‘When, however, that Gen" 
eral, had crossed the Canal, on the 11th, 
General Negrier at once pushed forward 
towards Bacnink. The flotilla, which con- 
sisted uf the Pluvier, Lyne, Leopard, As-

pic, Eelaive, Trombe, and Garabiac, and 
soveral launches and junks with provisions, 
left Yon-ding early on the 12th but were 
forced to stop a little higher up tho river, 
at Langhon, by another barricade of stona 
aud sunken junks, Tho Commodore of tho 
flotilla, Captain Morel Beauliou, was pro- 
vided with torpedoss ‘and other appliances, 
besides having plonty of coolies to employ 
in the removal of tho barrier, bub as far as 
Tcould sec no serious cffort was ma ‘a to 
force or remove the obstruction until the 
next day, whon it became known that. 
General Nogrior had pushed ‘forward and 
ocoupied Bacninh on: tho evening of the 
12th. The whole plan of cutting off the 
retreat of the Chinese reated upon tho 
rapid advance of the gunbosts to Lai-cau, 
tho, nearest point on tho rivor tu Bacninh, 
where a bamboo bridgo across the stream 
connects with the Thainguyen and Lang- 
son roads, . The commandant of tho flotills 
failed to force the barrier and thus when 
Gonoral Negrior avrived at Bacninh, alter 
alittle skirmishing with the enemy, who 
wore posted on tho fortilicd -hills close 
to tho town,-he found tho citadel evacuated 


by the garrison, thie Chinese having cross 
‘ed tho bridgo and retroatod along tho roads 
towards tho northern frontier. A littlo 
opposition was met with at somo of tho 
outer fortitiod posts which surround Bacnioh 
and it was here that the French ‘forces 
austained tho only Joasea of any consequence 
which were suffered during the vperations, 
theso amounting in-all to five killed, of 
whom two wero officers, and about sixty 
wounded, most of them» very: slightly. 
While occupying the town and citadel, 
on tho evening of tho 12th, General Nogriot 
sent forward. a strong detachment of 
marine fusileers und tirailloura ty Lai-cau, 


but thay were too late to eut off the retreat, 


of tho evacuating force, as the last strag-, 
gling bands of tho Chiueso army wore acen 
crossiug the bridge over the Song-cau as the 
Fronch troops advancod., The greater part 
of them had however left the citudel bwenty+ 
four hours before che arrival of Gonoral 
Negrier’s forco, 

At about 11 a.m. on the 13th the advance 
guard of the lst brigade, accompanied by 
Generals Millot and Bridte de L’Lalo enter- 
ed Bacninh, and tho troops comprising this 
division continued to pour into the town 
and citadel during the afternoon, Tho town 
of Bacninh consists for the most part of one 
or two long streets, all the houses of which, 


as woll as the buildings in tho citadel, were 
entirely desorted, quarters wero therefore 


easily found, even for the large force which ; 


accompanied the three yonorals, 

Thad hoped to havo entered Bacuinh with 
General Negrier’s staff, but tho detention of 
tho gunboats at the second barrier rendered 
this impossible, as The Times correspondent 
und myself were Forced to got to the front 
by means of ‘a nativo boat, accompanying 
the gunboats. On tho 13th carly, a portion 
of tho barrior waa broken. down, and to- 
gethor with the small gunboat Carabine 
and the ambulance Taunch Kieny-nam we 
snevecded, after considerable difficulty in 
getting up to Lai-cau, whence wo imtne- 
diately marched on to Bacninh. 

Lai-cau, the landing placo fur Bacninh, 
op the Song-cau, is ouly a mal! military 
station, ond it was here that a nuinber 
of the Chinese regulars were probably 
quartered, The road from here to Bas- 
ninh is a faizlys good one, ond winds 
betwoon three hills of some handred 
foct in hoight which wera well forti- 
fied and would have given considerable dif- 
ficulty in ‘storming had the Chincsa. stood 
their ground at all The tewn isof very 
touch the sane character as the village of 
Lai-cau, not an Annamite’tuwn at all, but 
simply a collection of soldiers’ quarters, 
Out-side, to the south-oast, a somicircle of 
amall detached forts have been erected, 
evidently recently, and here again a stand 
might have been mads by the Chiness, had 
any real defence been attempted, When we 
entered the town the streets were crowded 
with sdldiers. General Bridro’s brigade was 
then on its way in, and extended in o long 
Hine far out: into the pliin, the balloon, 
which had been used: during tho march, for.

tinfe, as the plan for cutting the Langson 
and Thaicnguyon roads and forcing the 
Chinese troops to fight was thus entiroly 
frastrated, Judging from the appearance 
of the barrior and thy means at the dis- 
posal of Commandant Morel Beaulier I 
believe that if a vigorous attempt had

A correspondent of the Duily News dis-

Few people have an accurate idea of what 
is being dune on the Isthmus of Panama, 
where M. Ferdinand do Lessyps is proceed- 
ing rapidly with his gigantic work, - Every- 
body with any notions of geography is aware 
of the position of Punamna, It is yenerally 
known as the hyphen that connects Central 
with South America, that portion of laid 
that separates the Atlautic irmn the Pacific 
Ocean, History relates that many years 
ago there wore several efforts made to wed 
these two oceans by means of a waterivay, 
but tho cngineoring difficulties ot those 
periods were considered too great to pub 
into execution any projects of this kind,

I 
exumined i very spacious wharf, the pro- 
perty of the compuoy, where two ships 
were discharging machinery ard timber 
for te canal. Further on were several 
slips aud~sheda for vrecting and launching 
machinery, and several large workshops for 
repairing and erecting. The company ent- 
ployed over 3,090 workmen at Colon, A 
fow steps.muro to the North [ came across 
several villus, (lena Jarge magazine, then 
a large row of substantial buildings. ‘The 
latter were the company’s offices and re- 
sidence for their stati, . ‘They were situated 
on the seasho ¢, and had the appearance 
of possessing every comfort. ‘The town 
looked very lively ; all looked busy, There 
wero 15 sloamers and sailiyy .veascls in 
harbour, and 60,00 tons of merchandise 
kad boon landed in 18 months for the corm- 
pany.

Cinaitries of the Postal Union, 


The Union may bo taken te comprise
